These additions mean a muc 
greater rate of increase for the south in 
materia] things in the future and an ac- 
celeration of the movement of population 
from other parts of the country to the 
south. That acceleration, however, can 
come in the degree that it should come 
only through a practical recognition by 
the south gf the great work which the 
railroads are doing for southern progress 
on all lines, not the least of which is 
that of immigration.

The Atlanta Weather Bureau 
Sends Out Timely 
Warnings, 


A heavy if not a killing frost is the 


| Weather programme for this morning. 


Warnings to this effect were sent out 
by the Atlanta weather oureau all over 
Georgia and the northern portions of 
South Carolina and Alabama. Very wun- 
expectedly, a heavy frost arrived early 
yesterday morning, the mercury in the 
thermometer hurrying downwarg until 
‘ust before dawn 38 degrees was officially 
recorded on the top of the Empire build- 
ing, while there were other thermome- 
ters in the city which registered an evea 
lower mark. 

It is expected that the temperatures 
will be as low this morning, if not a 
couple of degrees lower, although high 
winds may again save a big drop. If ‘t 
lad not been for these winds yester- 
day morning, the minimum for the day 
woulg have undoubtedly been much lower 
than the 38 degrees recorded. 

While there have already been killing 
frosts which have proved so detrimental 
to cotton and other agricultural inter- 
ests of the sOuth, it was believed thet 
further damage resulted from the low 
temperatures and frost witp, still more 
damage as the result of a heavy or ki!l- 
ing frost and another drop of the mer- 
Cury this morning. Still, it was 1189 
c.aimed that so much damage had been 
ucne by the early killing frosts thie sea- 
son that liitle further damage would 
result, comparatively speaking unless In 
Svme sections which had been so for- 
tinate as to escape severe injury witn 
the first frosts. ‘ 

There ‘was much grieving and disa p- 
pointment among the women folks yes- 
terday who had carelessly left their 
plants exposed to the unexpected coming 
of Jack Frost. Many o: these suffered 
a great loss and practically all took the 
warning intended and removeg'_ their 
Plants to a place of safety. 

While the reports received late Satur- 
day night were to the effect that Atlanta 
and this section of the country wou.d 
escape any big drop in temyperature, the 
elements evidently took a feminine pritvy- 
ilege and changed their minds. At any 
rate, it was not long after midnight be- 
fore the mercury began to drop and 
from 3 o'clock until e o'clock this pig 
drop continueg more rapidly. 

Those low temperatures and snow 
siorms and blizzards which have been 
biocking progress and causing such fear- 
fui damage to live stock in Montana, 
Wyomipg, Idaho, Colorado and ‘the north- 
west are blamed for the change in the 
weather conditions.

How many understand 
the “Science, of s0ils,”’ ‘Rotation of 
Crops,” “The Germination of Seed,” the 
making and securing of fertilizers of 
which every particle except possibly 
some “Tennessee floats’’ to mix with sta- 
ble manure—al fertilizegs otght to be 
made on the farm. He should know the 
depth for his plow according to the soil 
and subsoil, and there !s no way to learn 
these things but by working out the prob- 
lems by actual eoentact. The study of 
horticulture, botany, entomology, chemis- 

waaisined aaences mug@jhe taught 
by eontact.” T arterrioons “ofeach 
day should be devoted to these studies 
with one or two hours late in the evening 
for just ‘play. Proper recreation is as 
desirable for the farmer boy as the city 
boy who studies any of the other profes- 
sions. 

Then the proper arrangement and study 
for rainy day work, providing for it, like 
shopwork, machinery and mending of 


| tools, to occupy the rainy day. The boy 


should not suppose it to be the proper 
thing to run to town and loaf every 
rainy day, for he will learn more devil- 
ment than his father can eradicate in the 
fair days. Then there are special studies 
for the girls—for I would not be in favOr 


'for this to be a jug-handled school, but 


our girls are entitled to be taught there 
element of housewifery that go to make 
home pleasant, thereby keeping the fu 
ture farmer “at home.” ‘They are haif 
the proposition. 

Give a boy a good home to start with 


about bugs that destroy and birds that 
‘eat 'em."’ The orchard and berry patch 
that furnish the fruit to can for the win- 
ter season. 

But my pen would run wild. I forget 
I am not supposed to outline the studies 
and that I am nothing but a farmer— 
not even a politician. Lawyers, doctors, 
professional men of al] sorts, will attend 
to these matters and be appointed trus- 
tees for our agricfitural schools, which 
will be probably largely addei to some 
city or town for advertising purposes. 

However, fellow farmers, let us have 
our say now before too late.

BI-SULPHIDE FOR WEEVILS. 

©. J. W., Cuba, Ala.—I gain much valu- 
lable information from your department,
